even this right is n ot full protection again st 
c h a ra c ter d efam ation if the com m ittee is |xm- 
secutin g ra th e r than in vestigatin g.

load w as n ot receivin g assistan ce to meet 
the n eed . The stud y also showed that the 
un m et n eed in creased in proportion to the 
n um ber of child ren In the .VDC families. 


Though the stud y was con d ucted on a 
statewid e basis, it revealed that the biggest 
un met n eed was in L an caster an d Douglas 
Coun ties, which have the biggest .\DC load s. 
This m ay accoun t for the belief of two 
outstate sen ators that recipien t child ren are, 
in most cases, receivin g sufficien t assistan ce. 
It would hard ly accoun t for the vote to kill 
LB754, which w'ould in crease paym en ts, by 
O m aha sen ators. What d oes accoun t for the 
m ajority vote to kill m ay be the fact that the 
un d erprivileged child ren of the state d o n ot 
have a stron g lobby. This is everyon e’s fault. 


Not on ly is th ere a prevalen t belief in tiie 
I-egislature that .ADC child ren are receivin g 
sufficien t support, th a t belief is w id espread 
am on g the citizen ry. It would be an act of 
com passion if the I-egislature would assign 
som e of its m em b e rs to accom pan y casew ork­ 
ers on calls. 
T here is a gen eral ten d en cy to d iscoun t 
a report of social w orkers who d o n ot have to 
grapple with the hard facts of the bud get. Such 
a ten d en cy would n ot exten d to a report of 
a legislative com m ittee. 
If legislators m ad e a report of n eed , the 
people of the state would accept it. Legislators 
are busin essm en but n ot hard -hearted . They 
are. however, sorely pressed to raise fun d s 
for the n eed s of the state an d so far the 
m ajority have n ot been con vin ced there is 
a n eed for an in crease in .ADC fun d s.

That left the problem of retain in g the in i­ 
tiative that had thus been regain ed .
